trolley  wire  carrying  1200  volts  of  electricity, 
with  the  necessary  feeder,  signal  circuit,  and 
transmission  wires  over  and  along  certain  por- 
tions of  its  tracks  now  constructed  on  Paca 
Street,  Stockholm  Street,  and  other  street-  on 
which    said    electric    ears    will    he    operated,    the 

said  portion-  being  described  as  follows: 

Beginning  for  the  portion  of  the  track  on 
Paca  Street  in  the  center  of  the  easternmost 
track  ni  a  point  approximately  950  feel  north  of 
the  north  abutment  of  the  bridge  of  The  Balti- 
more and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  over  Gwynns 
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Falls;  and  running  thence  northeasterly  in  the 
center  of  said  track  approximately  2730  feet  to 
a  point  where  said  easternmost  track  curves  to 
the  east  and  intersects  the  southeast  side  of 
Paca  Street ;  and  beginning  for  the  portion  of 
the  track  in  Stockholm  Street  at  the  point  where 
the  center  line  of  the  southernmost  track  con- 
structed by  the  Railroad  Company  in  the  bed  of 
Stockholm  Street  near  Scott  Street  is  inter- 
sected by  the  south  side  of  Stockholm  Street; 
and  running  thence  easterly,  following  the  track 
on  which  the  said  electric  cars  will  be  operated 
across  the  bed  of  Stockholm  Street  in  a  diagonal 
direction  the  distance  of  approximately  1200 
feet  to  the  point  where  the  center  line  of  said 
track  intersects  the  north  side  of  Stockholm 
Street  east  of  Warner  Street. 

The  said  Railroad  Company  is  also  hereby 
authorized,  for  the  aforesaid  purpose,  to  sus- 
pend and  maintain  said  electric  trolley  wire, 
with  the  necessary  feeder,  signal  circuit  and 
transmission  wires,  along  said  track  constructed 
across  all  other  streets  and  alleys  of  the  City 
between  Carroll  and  Camden  Stations. 

The  said  Railroad  Company  is  also  hereby 
authorized  to  place  poles  for  the  purpose  of 
supporting  the  said  trolley  wire,  and  such  addi- 
tional feed,  signal  circuit,  and  transmission 
wires  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  opera- 
tion of  said  cars  on  said  track  in  the  bed  of  Paca 
Street  east  of  the  said  east  track  on  which  said 
cars  of  the  Baltimore  and  Annapolis  Railroad 
Company  will  be  operated;  and  on  the  portion 
of  the  track  used  by  the  electric  cars  at  the 
north  end  of  Paca  Street  and  on  the  portions  of 
Stockholm  Street,  and  other  streets  on  which 
the  electric  cars  are  operated  the  Railroad  Com- 
pany  is  authorized  to  plant  and  maintain  poles 
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on  both  sides  of  said  streets  with  wires  extend- 
ing across  the  beds  of  the  streets  in  order  to 
provide  proper  support  for  the  wires  necessary 
for  the  efficient  operation  of  the  said  electric 
cars. 

And  the  Railroad  Company  is  also  hereby 
authorized  to  suspend  the  said  trolley  wire  and 
the  necessary  supporting  wires  from  the  bottom 
of  the  bridges  carrying  Ostein!  Street,  Ham- 
burg Street  and  Lee  Street  over  the  tracks  of 
the  Railroad  Company  at  the  points  where  said 
wires  cross  under  said  three  bridges. 

And  the  said  Railroad  Company  is  further 
authorized  to  construct  in  the  bed  of  Stockholm 
Street  where  it  is  crossed  by  Ridgely  Street 
the  necessary  underground  conduits  to  contain 
the  negative  track  return  circuit  wires  required 
in  connection  with  the  operation  of  the  said 
cars  of  the  Baltimore  and  Annapolis  Railroad 
Company. 

The  said  track  of  the  Railroad  Company  on 
which  the  electric  cars  of  the  Baltimore  and 
Annapolis  Railroad  ( lompany  are  to  be  operated 
on  Paca  Street,  Stockholm  Street,  and  other 
streets  is  shown  in  red  on  the  attached  plat  ;  the 
said  plat  being  hereby  made  a  pari  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Section  2.  And  be  if  further  <>\<U\'nir<] ,  Thai 
for  brevity  and  convenienl  reference  in  this 
Ordinance,  the  aforesaid  electric  trolley  wires, 
feeders,  signal  circuit  and  transmission  wire-. 
supporting  wires,  poles,  underground  conduits, 
negative  track  return  circuit  wires,  together 
with  the  appurtenances  <>f  any  and  ;ill  of  them, 
may  he  hereinafter  designated  as  "electric  rail 
way  equipment  and  facilities,"  in  bo  far  as  the 
rights  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti 
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more  and  the  obligations  of  the  Eailroad  Com- 
pany, its  successors  and  assigns,  are  concerned. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall, 
at  all  times,  have  and  retain  the  power  and  right 
to  reasonably  regulate,  in  the  public  interest, 
the  exercise  of  the  rights  herein  granted,  and 
that  the  said  rights  shall  be  executed  and  en- 
joyed within  six  months  after  the  grant,  as 
provided  by  Section  37  of  Article  4,  of  the  Code 
of  Public  Local  Laws  of  Maryland,  entitled 
"City  of  Baltimore,"  sub-title  "'Charter,"  and 
that  the  rights  herein  granted  shall  be  held, 
exercised  and  enjoyed  for  the  period  of  twenty- 
five  years,  and  with  the  further  right  to  said 
Railroad  Company,  at  a  fair  revaluation,  in- 
cluding in  such  revaluation  the  value  derived 
from  said  rights  to  renewals  not  exceeding,  in 
the  aggregate,  twenty-five  years ;  that  upon  the 
termination  of  said  rights  herein  granted  there 
shall  be  a  fair  valuation  of  the  plant  and  prop- 
erty of  the  said  Railroad  Company,  to  be  con- 
structed by  virtue  of  this  Ordinance,  which  shall 
be  and  become  the  property  of  the  City  of  Balti- 
more, at  its  election,  on  its  paying  said  Railroad 
Company  said  valuation;  the  said  payment  to 
be  a  fair  and  equitable  valuation  of  the  same  as 
property,  excluding  any  value  derived  from  the 
rights  or  franchises  by  this  Ordinance  granted, 
the  said  revaluation  and  valuation  hereinbefore 
provided  for  to  be  determined  upon  by  two 
arbitrators,  one  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  the  other  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Railroad  Company,  its  suc- 
(  essors  or  assigns,  who,  in  case  they  shall  be 
unable  to  agree  between  themselves,  shall  ap- 
point a  third  arbitrator,  and  the  decision  of  a 
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majority  of  said  arbitrators  shall  be  final  and 
binding  as  to  the  revaluation  and  valuation 
aforesaid;  provided,  that  if  the  said  two  arbi- 
trators shall,  after  a  reasonable  time,  fail  to 
agree  upon  an  umpire,  then  the  Mayor  shall 
appoint  such  umpire 

Section  4.    And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 

the  right  and  power  arc  hereby  expressly  re- 
ed lo  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, at  all  times,  to  exercise  in  the  inte 
of  the  public,  full  municipal  superintendence, 
regulation  and  control  in  respect  to  all  matters 
connected  with  the  grant  herein  contained  and 
not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  thereof,  and 
that  noncompliance,  at  any  time  or  times,  by  the 
Railroad  Company,  it<  successors  or  assigns, 
with  any  of  the  terms  of  the  grant  hereby  mad(/. 
shall,  at  the  option  of  the  Mayor  and  ( 'ity  ( Joun- 
cil  of  Baltimore,  operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  the 
grant  hereby  made,  which  shall  thereupon  be 
and  become  void,  and  that  nothing  short  of  an 
ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  shall  operai  wraiver  of  any  for- 

feiture of  the  grant  hereby  made. 

Section  •"».  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  electric  railway  equipment  and  facili- 
ties shall  be  constructed  and  maintained  under 
tin-  supervision,  and  to  the  entire  satisfaction 
of  the  Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore  City, 
and  the  said  Railroad  Company,  it>  successors 
and  assigns,  shall  from  time  to  time,  al  Ltd  or 
their  own  expense,  change  the  location  of  the 
said  electric  railway  equipment  and  facilil 
either  in  whole  or  in  part,  whenever  in  the 
judgmenl  of  said  Highways  Engineer  the  pub- 
lic convenience,  safety  and  or  welfare  ma\ 
require. 
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Section  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  Railroad  Company,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  in  construct- 
ing or  reconstructing,  from  time  to  time,  its 
said  electric  railway  equipment  and  facilities, 
adjust  said  equipment  and  facilities  to  the 
grades  of  said  streets  as  the  same  are  now  or 
may  hereafter  be  established  by  law. 

Section  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  said  Rail- 
road Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  for 
the  franchises  and  rights  hereby  granted  shall 
be  the  sum  of  Four  Hundred  and  Twenty-nine 
Dollars  ($429.00)  per  annum,  payable  in  ad- 
vance, during  the  continuance  of  said  franchises 
and  rights  and  accounting  from  the  eleventh 
day  of  September,  1935;  and  the  said  Railroad 
Company  shall  also  pay  all  expenses  of  adver- 
tising this  Ordinance. 

Section  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  Railroad  Company,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  shall  also  pay  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  from  time  to  time,  within 
thirty  days  after  written  notice  from  the  High- 
ways Engineer  of  the  amount  or  amounts  due, 
the  cost  of  any  or  all  of  the  following  work,  in 
so  far  as  the  same  becomes  necessary  from  time 
to  time  by  reason  of,  or  in  anywise  resulting 
from  the  construction,  maintenance,  operation, 
presence,  use,  location,  relocation,  repair,  alter- 
ation and  removal  of  said  electric  railway 
equipment  and  facilities : 

A.  The  relocating,  altering,  repairing,  re- 
placing, protecting,  strengthening  or  encasing 
in  concrete  of  any  or  all  sub-surface  structures 
belonging  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
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Baltimore  located  in  the  streets  and  alleys  occu- 
pied by  said  electric  railway  equipment  and 
facilities. 

B.  The  relocating,  altering,  replacing,  re- 
pairing, protecting  or  strengthening  of  any  or 
all  paving,  curbing,  sidewalks,  bridges,  and  all 
other  surface  structures  belonging  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  located  in  said 
streets  and  alleys ; 

C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets  and 
other  drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary 
connecting  pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required 
for  the  purpose  of  proper  drainage  of  said 
si  reets  and  alleys. 

The  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  of 
Baltimore  City  as  to  the  necessity  for  any  or 
all  of  the  above-mentioned  work,  from  time  to 
time,  to  be  final. 

Section  {.K    And  he  it  further  ordained,  Thai 
if  and  so  often  hereafter  as  the  said  Highways 
Engineer  shall,  in  his  judgment,  determine  that 
il  is  necessary  in  the  performance  of  any  public 
work    (whether   the    said    work    be    performed 
and  or    financed,   either    in    whole   or    in    part, 
by  the  City,  the  State  and  or  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernmentj  or  any  of  their  agencies),  to  adjust, 
alter,    shift,    move,    relocate,    support,    protect 
and  or  accommodate  any  or  all  of  said  electric 
railway  equipment  and  facilities,  the  said  Rail 
road  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall, 
in  any  and  all  such  cases,  promptly  upon   writ 
ten  notice  from  the  said   Highways   Engineer, 
and  at  the  entire  cosl  and  expense  of  said  Rail 
road  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  ad 
just,  alter,  shift,  move,  relocate,  support,  pro 
tecj    and  or   accommodate    their    said    electric

railway  equipment  and  facilities  in  whole  or 
in  part  and  temporarily  or  permanently,  so  as 
fully  to  meet  the  exigencies  occasioning  such 
notice. 

Section  10.  And  be  it.  further  ordained,  That 
should  the  said  Railroad  Company,  its  succes- 
sors or  assigns,  remove  any  of  the  electric  rail- 
way equipment  and  facilities  hereby  authorized, 
or  upon  any  forfeiture  of  any  or  all  of  the 
rights  and  franchises  hereby  granted,  or  should 
the  said  Railroad  Company,  its  successors  or 
assigns,  abandon  the  use  of  any  or  all  of  said 
electric  railway  equipment  and  facilities,  or 
upon  the  termination  of  the  rights  herein 
granted  and  election  of  the  City  of  Baltimore 
not  to  take  said  plant  and  property,'  then  in 
any  of  such  events,  from  time  to  time,  all  the 
franchises  and  rights  hereby  granted  shall  cease 
and  determine  as  to  the  said  equipment  and 
facilities  so  affected,  without  any  compensa- 
tion to  the  said  Railroad  Company,  its  succes- 
sors or  assigns,  and  the  said  Railroad  Company, 
its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  promptly  re- 
move the  said  equipment  and  facilities  so  af- 
fected, at  its  entire  expense,  if  and  when  notified 
by  the  said  Highways  Engineer,  so  to  do,  and 
any  such  removal  of  said  equipment  and  facili- 
ties shall  be  done  in  whole  or  in  part,  from  time 
to  time,  at  the  option  of  the  City,  acting  through 
said  Highways  Engineer.  And  upon  any  and 
all  such  removals  of  said  equipment  and  facili- 
ties the  said  Railroad  Company,  its  successors 
and  assigns,  shall  promptly  pave  or  repave,  at 
their  entire  expense,  the  street  beds,  curbs  and 
sidewalks  of  all  streets  and  alleys  disturbed  by 
such  removal  of  said  equipment  and  facilities, 
the  said  paving  or  repaving  to  be  done  with  such 
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materials  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  desig- 
nated by  the  said  Highways  Engineer,  in  each 
instance. 

Section  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
should  the  said  Railroad  Company,  its  succes- 
sors or  assigns,  fail,  neglect  or  refuse  to  per- 
form within  a  reasonable  time  any  of  the  work 
herein  required  to  be  done  by  them,  from  time 
to  time,  then  and  in  any  and  all  such  instances 
the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
is  hereby  authorized  to  proceed  to  do  said  work 
and  collect  all  costs  and  expenses  thereof  from 
the  said  Railroad  Company,  its  successors  and 
assigns. 

Section  12.  And  be  it  farther  ordained,  That 
the  said  Railroad  Company,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  shall  be  liable  for  and  shall  indemnify 
and  save  harmless  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  against  and  from  any  and  all  suits, 
losses,  claims,  demands,  damages,  costs  and  ex- 
penses to  which  said  Mayor  and  City  Council 
may,  from  time  to  time,  be  subjected  by  reason 
of,  or  in  anywise  resulting  from  the  presence, 
construction,  use,  operation,  maintenance,  alter- 
ation, repair,  location,  relocation  and/or  re- 
moval of  said  electric  railway  equipment  and 
facilities,  and  whether  such  suits,  losses,  claims, 
demands,  damages,  costs  and  expenses  be 
against,  suffered  or  sustained  by  the  said  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  or  he  against, 
suffered  or  sustained  by  other  corporations  and 
persons  to  whom  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Conn 
cil  of  Baltimore  may  become  Liable  therefor.

Maps  accompanying  Ordinance  No.  1247,  approved  March

from  the  "First  Commercial  Use  District"  to  the  "Resi- 
dental  Use  District",  the  property  on  the  east  side  of 
Harford  Road,  north  of  Parkside  Drive,  as  outlined  in 
red  on  the  three  plats  accompanying  this  ordinance. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sheet  No.  27 
of  the  Use  District  Maps  accompanying  Ordi- 
nance No.  1247,  approved  March  30, 1931,  known 
as  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  be  and  it  is  hereby 
amended  by  changing  from  the  ' '  First  Commer- 
cial Use  District"  to  the  "Residential  Use  Dis- 
trict", the  property  on  the  east  side  of  Harford 
Road,  north  of  Parkside  Drive,  as  outlined  in 
red  on  the  three  plats  accompanying  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
upon  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  by  the  City 
Council  as  evidence  of  the  authenticity  of  the 
plat  which  is  a  part  hereof,  and  in  order  to  give 
notice  to  the  departments  which  are  adminster- 
ing  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  the  said  plats  shall 
be  signed  by  the  President  of  the  City  Council, 
and  upon  approval  of  the  ordinance  by  the 
Mayor,  said  plats  shall  be  signed  by  the  Mayor 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  the  City  Register 
shall  transmit  a  copy  of  the  ordinance  and  one 
of  the  plats  to  the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals 
and  a  copy  of  the  ordinance  and  one  of  the  plats 
to  the  Buildings  Engineer. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date 
of  its  passage.

An  ordinance  to  authorize:  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail- 
road Company  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a 
single  railroad  track  on  which  electric  traction  alone 
can  be  used,  with  the  necessary  poles,  wires  and  over- 
head construction,  on  portions  of  the  following  streets: 
On  Wolfe  Street  at  and  near  its  intersection  with  Lan- 
caster Street  and  also  near  its  intersection  with  Thames 
Street,  and  on  Lancaster  Street  immediately  west  of 
Wolfe  Street,  and  upon  the  north  side  of  Thames  Street 
east  of  Wolfe  Street.  And  to  operate  on  the  tracks  au- 
thorized by  this  ordinance  a  motor  to  be  propelled  solely 
by  electricity  for  the  hauling  of  railroad  freight  cars. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  The  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  be  and  it  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  construct,  main- 
tain, and  operate  a  single  railroad  track  on  por- 
tions of  Wolfe,  Lancaster  and  Thames  Streets 
as  herein  described:  Beginning  for  the  center 
line  of  the  first  track  hereby  authorized  at  a 
point  in  the  center  of  the  track  now  constructed 
and  maintained  by  said  Railroad  Company  in  the 
bed  of  Wolfe  Street  north  of  Lancaster  Street, 
said  point  of  beginning  being  eighty-two  (82) 
feet  north  of  the  north  line  of  Lancaster  Street, 
and  running  thence  in  a  southerly  direction  for- 
ty-two (42)  feet  to  a  point  of  frog  which  ls 
located  twenty-four  and  seventy-five  hundredths 
(24.75)  feet  east  of  the  west  line  of  Wolfe  Si  reel 
and  forty  (40)  feet  north  of  the  north  line  o^ 
Lancaster  Street,  and  running  thence  southerly 
by  an  angle  of  eleven  (11)  degrees  twenty-five 
(25)  minutes  to  the  right  twenty  and  thirty  live 
hundredths  (21).::."))  feet  to  the  point  of  curve; 
thence  southerly  by  a  curve  to  the  righl  with 
a  radius  of  one  hundred  eighteen  and  thirty  one 
hundredths  (118.31 )  foot  the  distance  of  Vnt> 
seven  and  eight \  two  hundredths  (57.82)  feet  to 
a  point   in   Lancaster  Street   and  thence  by  a 
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curve  to  the  left  with  a  radius  of  one  hundred 
eighteen  and  thirty-one  hundredths  (118.31) 
feet  the  distance  of  nine  (9)  feet  to  the  south 
line  of  Lancaster  Street.  Beginning  for  the 
center  line  of  the  second  track  hereby  author- 
ized at  a  point  on  the  west  side  of  Wolfe  Street 
fourteen  and  five-tenths  (14.5)  feet  north  of  the 
north  line  of  Thames  Street  and  running  thence 
southeasterly  by  a  curve  to  the  left  with  a  radius 
of  ninety  (90)  feet  the  distance  of  sixty-five  and 
ninety-seven  hundredths  (65.97)  feet  to  the  east 
line  of  Wolfe  Street  as  extended  southerly 
across  Thames  Street  at  a  point  eight  and  five- 
tenths  (8.5)  feet  south  of  the  north  line  of  Thames 
Street  and  running  thence  easterly  in  the  bed  of 
Thames  Street  by  a  straight  line  parallel  with 
the  north  line  of  Thames  Street  and  eight  and 
five-tenths  (8.5)  feet  south  thereof  at  all  places 
the  distance  of  two  hundred  eighty-four  and 
seven-tenths  (284.7)  feet  to  the  eastern  terminus 
of  said  track. 

Being  the  tracks  shown  by  the  red  lines  on  the 
attached  blue  print  which  is  made  a  part  of  this 
ordinance.  And  the  said  Railroad  Company  is 
further  authorized  to  erect  and  maintain  such 
poles,  wires,  and  overhead  construction  and  ap- 
purtenances as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  it  to 
operate  on  the  said  tracks  hereby  authorized  an 
electric  motor  which  shall  be  used  to  haul  rail- 
road freight  cars  upon  said  track,  the  said  Rail- 
road Company  being  prohibited  from  using 
steam  engines  for  the  operation  of  cars  on  said 
tracks.  The  said  electric  motors  may  be  used 
at  all  hours  for  the  purpose  of  hauling  cars 
through  said  streets  on  said  tracks  provided 
that  the  speed  of  said  electric  motors  while  pass- 
ing through  the  above-mentioned  streets  shall 
not  exceed  three  (3)  miles  per  hour  while  haul- 
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ing  cars,  and  the  speed  of  the  said  electric  mo- 
tors  using  the  tracks  hereby  authorized  when 
not  engaged  in  hauling  cars  shall  not  exceed 
six  ((>)  miles  per  hour.  And  provided  further 
that  the  said  electric  motors  shall  only  haul 
freight  cars.  The  overhead  or  trolley  system 
of  wires  to  he  used  in  the  operation  of  the  elec- 
tric motors  shall  be  of  the  same  construction  as 
that  adopted  by  the  Baltimore  Transit  Company 
and  the  voltage  of  electricity  to  he  used  shall  be 
the  same  as  that  used  by  the  said  street  railway. 

The  said  overhead  wires  shall  be  protected 
from  contact  with  electric  light  or  other  wires, 
and  the  said  Railroad  Company  shall  provide 
such  proper  safeguards  and  protection  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore  City,  and  the 
said  Railroad  Company  shall  construct  and 
maintain  the  said  electric  equipment  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  said  Highways  Engineer 
and  shall  make1  such  changes  therein  as  he  may 
from  time  to  time  direct. 

The  poles  to  support  the  trolley  wire  and 
oilier  wires  necessary  for  the  operation  of  said 
motors  by  electricity  shall  be  iron  poles.

5.  Protection  of  occupants  of  building  from 
noise,  dust  and  gases  caused  by  traffic. 

6.  The  type  of  electric  illumination  for  the 
proposed  use  with  special  reference  lo  its  effect 
upon  nearby  structures  and  the  glare,  if  any, 
from  such  illumination  in  surrounding  sleeping 
quarters,  if  any. 

7.  The  size,  type  and  kind  of  filling  station 
and/or  tanks  and/or  pumps  in  the  vicinity  and 
especially  the  total  amount  of  underground  or 
other  storage  of  inflammable  liquids. 

8.  The  size,  type  and  kind  of  structures  in 
the  vicinity  where  the  public  are  apt  to  gather 
in  numbers,  such  as  theatres,  churches,  hospi- 
tals, schools  and  the  like.

granted;  said  revaluation  and  valuation  herein- 
before provided  for  to  he  determined  upon  by 
two  arbitrators,  one  to  he  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  the  other 
to  he  appointed  by  the  said  Grantee,  its  repre- 
sentatives or  assigns,  who,  in  ease  they  shall 
le  unable  to  agree  between  themselves,  shall 
appoint  a  third  arbitrator  and  the  decision  of  a 
majority  of  said  arbitrators  shall  he  final  and 
binding  as  to  a  revaluation  or  valuation  as 
aforesaid;  provided,  that  if  said  tw<»  arbitra 
tors  shall,  after  a  reasonable  time,  fail  to  agree 
upon  an  umpire,  then  the  Board  of  Estimates 
shall  appoint  such  umpire. 
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Section  5.  And  hi-  if  further  ordcrined,  That 
the  righl  and  power  are  hereby  expressly  re- 
served to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, at  all  limes,  to  exercise  in  the  interest  of 
the  public,  full  municipal  supreintendence,  regu-

Thai 
should  the  said  Grantee,  its  successors  or  as- 
signs, remove  any  of  the  tracks  hereby  author- 
ized, or  upon  any  forfeiture  of  any  or  all  of  the 
rights  and  franchisee  hereby  granted,  or  should 
the  said  Grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns, 
abandon  the  use  of  any  or  all  of  said  tracks. 
curves,  switches,  poles,  wires,  overhead  con- 
struction and  or  appurtenances,  or  upon  the 
termination  of  the  rights  herein  granted  and 
election  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  not  to  take 
said  plait  and  property,  then  in  any  of  such 
events,  from  time  to  time,  all  the  franchises  and 
rights  hereby  granted  shall  cease  and  deter- 
mine as  to  the  tracks  and  franchises  so  affected, 
without  any  compensation  to  the  said  Grantee, 
successors  or  assigns,  and  the  said  Grantee, 
its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  promptly  remove 
the  tracks,  switches,  etc.,  so  affected,  at  its 
entire  expense,  if  and  when  notified  by  the  said 
Highways  Engineer  so  to  do,  and  any  such  re 
moval  of  tracks,  switches,  etc.,  shall  he  done  in 
whole  or  in  part,  from  time  to  time,  at  the 
option  of  the  City,  acting  through  said  High- 
ways Engineer.  And  upon  any  and  all  such 
removals  of  tracks,  switches,  etc,  the  said 
Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  -hall 
promptly  pave  or  repave,  at  their  entire  ex 
pense,  the  street  beds,  curbs  and  sidewalks  of 
all  si  rods  and  alleys  disturbed  by  such  removal 
of  tracks,  switches,  etc.,  the  said  paving  or  re 
paving  to  he  done  with  such  materials  and  in 
such  manner  a-  may  be  designated  by  the  said 
Highways  Engineer,  in  each  instance. 
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Section  8.  And  be  if  further  ordained,  That 
should  the  said  Grantee,  its  successors  or  as- 
signs, fail,  neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  within 
a  reasonable  lime  any  of  the  work  herein  re- 
quired to  be  done  by  them,  from  time  to  time, 
then  and  in  any  and  all  such  instances  the  said 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  is  hereby 
authorized  to  proceed  to  do  said  work  and  col- 
lect all  costs  and  expenses  thereof  from  said 
Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns. 

Section  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shall  also  pay  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  from  time  to  time,  within  thirty 
days  after  written  notice  from  the  Highways 
Engineer  of  the  amount  or  amounts  due,  the 
cost  of  any  or  all  of  the  following  work,  in  so 
far  as  the  same  becomes  necessary  from  time 
to  time  by  reason  of,  or  resulting  from  the  con- 
struction, maintenance,  operation,  presence, 
use,  location,  relocation,  repair,  alteration  and 
removal  of  said  tracks  and  appurtenances : 

A.  The  relocating,  altering,  repairing,  re- 
placing, protecting,  strengthening  or  encasing 
in  concrete  of  any  or  all  sub-surface  structures 
belonging  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  located  in  the  streets  occupied  by 
said  tracks  and  appurtenances; 

B.  The  relocating,  altering,  replacing,  re- 
pairing, protecting  or  strengthening  of  any  or 
all  paving,  curbing  and  sidewalks  and  all  other 
surface  structures  belonging  to  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  located  in  said 
streets; 
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C.  Such  additional  sewer  inlet,  inlets  and 
other  drainage  structures,  with  the  necessary 
connecting  pipe  or  pipes,  as  may  be  required 
for  the  purpose  of  proper  drainage  of  said 
streets  and  tracks. 

Section  10.  And  be  if  further  ordained,  That 
two  automatic  traffic  signal  lights  and  appurte- 
nances, satisfactory  to  the  Police  Commissioner 
of  Baltimore  City,  shall  be  installed,  main- 
tained and  operated  on  said  Monument  Street 
by  the  said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
at  its  or  their  own  expense,  one  on  each  side  of 
the  tracks  to  be  constructed  across  the  south 
side  of  said  street  at  or  near  Kresson  Street, 
and  said  signal  lights  and  appurtenances  shall 
be  so  constructed,  maintained  and  operated  as 
to  display  red  lights  to  stop  approaching  traf- 
fic from  either  direction  at  all  times  when  any 
car  or  cars  of  the  said  Grantee,  its  successors 
and  assigns,  are  operating  and  or  about  to 
operate  across  said  Monumenl  Street  on  said 
t  racks. 

Section  11.  And  be  il  further  ordained,  Thai 
the  rights  by  this  ordinance  granted,  in  so  \'i\v 
as  they  authorize  the  construction,  maintenance 
and  operation  of  tracks,  curves,  switches,  poles, 
wires,  overhead  construction  and  or  appurte- 
nances in,  on,  over  and  or  across  the  south  side 
of  Monument  Street  at  or  near  Kresson  Street, 
shall  he  revocable  by  the  Board  of  Estimates  of 
Baltimore  City,  at  any  time  after  five  years 
from  the  date  of  approval  of  this  ordinance, 
if.  as  and  when,  in  the  judgment  of  said  Board 
the  public  interest,  safety,  welfare  and  or  eon 
venience  may  so  require;  and  within  sis  months 
after  written   notice  of  such   revocation   from 
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the  Highways  Engineer  of  the  City,  the  said 
Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall,  at  its 
or  their  own  expense  and  without  compensation 
to  it  or  them,  remove  the  said  tracks,  curves, 
etc.,  as  to  which  the  said  rights  are  so  revoked, 
and  all  the  other  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
in  anywise  relating  to  removal  of  {racks,  etc., 
restoration  of  streets  and  repaving  of  streets 
shall  apply  to  such  removal  upon  notice  of  revo- 
cation. 

Section  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  from  and  against 
all  suits,  actions  at  law,  losses,  claims  and  dam- 
age of  every  character  whatsoever  that  may  be 
incurred,  sustained  or  suffered  by  the  said 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  from 
time  to  time,  arising,  or  in  any  way  resulting, 
from  the  presence,  construction,  use,  operation, 
maintenance,  alteration,  repair,  relocation  or 
removal  of  said  tracks,  curves,  switches,  poles, 
wires,  overhead  construction  or  appurtenances; 
or  from  the  failure  of  the  said  Grantee  to  keep 
in  repair  the  portion  of  said  street  occupied 
by  its  tracks  and  two  feet  on  either  side  thereof. 

Section  13.  And  be  it  further  ordwned,  That 
the  compensation  to  be  paid  by  The  Baltimore 
Transit  Company  for  the  franchises  and  right 
hereby  granted  shall  be  the  sum  of  Six  Hundred 
and  Ninety-two  Dollars  and  Eighty-three  Cents 
($692.83)  tlat  charge  and  all  expenses  of  adver- 
tising. 

Section  14.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  exercise  by  the  Grantee,  its  successors  or 
assigns,  of  any  of  the  rights  hereunder  granted 
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shall  be  deemed  a  surrender  of  all  rights  and 
franchises  heretofore  granted  by  the  County 
Commissioners  of  Baltimore  County  or  any 
other  authority  of  that  County  to  the  Maryland 
Klectric  Railways  Company,  The  CJnited  Rail- 
ways and  Electric  Company  of  Baltimore,  or 
any  oilier  of  the  predecessors  of  The  Baltimore 
Transit  Company,  to  construct,  operate  and 
maintain  a  street  railways  system  on  Monument 
Sired  from  the  eastern  limits  of  Baltimore 
City  as  it  existed  prior  to  1918,  to  Kresson 
Street. 

Section  15.  And  be  if  further  ordained,  Thai 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effecl  from  the  date 
of  its  passage.

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Whereas,  in  and  by  a  certain  agreement 
dated  October  22,  1934,  between  the  Company 
and  the  City,  pertaining  to  the  proposed  closing 
of  Eastern  Avenue,  in  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
State  of  Maryland,  from  a  point  167.1  feet  west 
of  Lehigh  Street  westerly  214.77  feet  to  the 
right-of-way  of  the  Philadelphia,  Baltimore  and 
Washington  Railroad,  the  Company,  for  itself, 
and  its  successors  and  assigns,  covenanted  and 
agreed  with  the  City  at  all  times  to  provide 
and  properly  maintain,  pave,  drain  and  light, 
at  the  Company's  entire  expense,  a  good  and 
safe  footway,  for  public  pedestrian  travel,  and 
at  least  six  feet  (6')  wide  on  and  along  said 
portion  of  Eastern  Avenue,  after  the  same  had 
been  duly  closed,  said  footway  to  connect  the 
footway  and  footbridge  across  the  Eastern 
Avenue  Underpass  on  the  east  side  of  said 
railroad  with  the  footway  on  that  portion  of 
Eastern  Avenue  immediately  east  of  said  por- 
tion to  be  closed;  the  location  of  said  footway 
being  shown  colored  "yellow"  on  the  plat  here- 
to attached  and  made  a  part  hereof ;  and 

Whereas,  the  Company  now  desires  to  locate 
said  footway  on  the  parcel  of  City-owned  land 
hereinafter  described,  and  not  on  the  Com- 
pany's land  (excepting,  however,  the  portion  of 
said  footway  lying  immediately  west  of  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad,  which  portion 
shall  be  located  on  the  Company's  property)  ;

Whereas,  said  proposed  change  in  location 
of  said  footways  is  agreeable  to  the  City,  pro- 
vided the  Company  purchases  from  the  City, 
subject    to   the   terms,   conditions   and   reserva-

Royal  Avenue  and  north  of  Lanvale  Street, 
and  approximately  over  the  "south  abutment" 
as  shown  on  Exhibit  2.

Royal  Avenue  over  said  open  cut.  Said  exten- 
sion shall  continue  from  the  line  above  indicated

($250,000),  no  assessment  or  assessments,  for

If  at  an}-  time  within  twenty  (20)  years  after 
the  effective  date  of  this  Agreement,  the  Rail- 
roads shall  apply  to  the  City  for  permission 
to  construct  and  maintain  new  or  additional 
railroad  tracks  and  facilities  within  the  area 
colored  yellow  upon  the  plan  attached  hereto 
and  marked  "Exhibit  4";  and  in  connection 
therewith,  and  at  the  same  time,  shall  certify  to 
the  City  that  they  desire  also  to  construct  and 
maintain  new  or  additional  railroad  tracks  and 
facilities  under  the  said  Howard  Street  Exten- 
sion within  the  area  outlined  in  red  on  the  at- 
tached Exhibit  2  and  designated  thereon  by  the 
capital  letter  "G",  and  shall  show  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  City  that 
they  are  prepared  to  proceed  promptly  with  the 
construction  of  all  or  a  part  of  such  railroad 
improvements  both  within  the  area  colored  in 
yellow  upon  said  Exhibit  4  and  within  the  said 
area  "G",  then  the  City  will  grant  to  the  said 
Railroads  a|l  rights,  franchises  and  permits 
necessary  for  the  construction,  maintenance  and 
operation  of  all  the  new,  or  additional,  tracks 
and  facilities  within  both  of  said  areas  as  the 
same  are  delineated  on  Exhibit  2  and  Exhibit 
4,  respectively,  the  said  grant,  however,  to  be 
subject  to  the  following  terms  and  conditions:

street  widening:.    The  decision  of  the  Chief  En 
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gineer  in  this  regard  shall  be  communicated  to 
the  Railroads  upon  their  request,  in  order  that 
the  Railroads  may  be  advised  prior  to  the  exer- 
cise of  their  option  of  the  portion  of  any  of 
said  parcels  which  the  City  may  desire  to  re- 
tain.

The  Railroads  covenant  and  agree  that  after 
this  Agreement  becomes  effective,  they  will, 
upon  demand  of  the  City,  grant  and  convey,  or 
cause  to  be  granted  and  conveyed,  by  good  and 
sufficient  deed,  to  the  City,  without  further  cost 
to  the  City,  all  rights  and  easements  necessary

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Prom  or  arising  out  of  the  negligence  of  the 
City,  its  employees  or  contractors,  in  the  con-

Section  1.     Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  awl 
City  Council  oj  Baltimore,  That  29th  street  he 
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and  the  same  is  hereby  condemned,  opened  and 
graded,  varying  in  width  from  60.5  feet  to 
L85.85  feet,  from  Sisson  Street  to  the  lower 
drive  around  Druid  Lake,  by  means  of  a  bridge 
to  be  known  as  the  29th  Street  Bridge.  That 
said  street  is  to  be  opened  by  means  of  a  bridge 
over  the  right-of-way  of  the  Maryland  and 
Pennsylvania  Railroad,  and  in  accordance  with 
authority  granted  by  the  said  Railroad  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  con- 
struct the  said  bridge ;  over  the  lands  belonging 
to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore;
